Lord Kitchener landed at :15 a.m. 
He was accorded a magnificent wel- 
come from a large throng. After a 
brief official reception at the docks, 
the general was driven through the 
decorated and crowded streets to Hart- 
ley Hall, where he received an address 
from the Chamber of Commerce, ex- 
pressing admiration of the general- 
ship, resource and skill which he had 


would be lasting, and mark the be- 
ginning of a new epoch of prosperity 
and commercial development through- 
out the empire,

Me of the army. He thanked those 


conferred on Lord Kitchener and the 
party was then obliged to hurry away 
in order to meet their Lonan en- 
gagements. The progress to the rail- 
road station was marked by scenes of 
remarkable enthusiasm. 

RECEPTION IN LONDON. 

Lord Kitchener reached London at 
12:48 p.m., and his progress through 
the metropolis was one of the most 
memorable of the many remarkable 
demonstrations of the past three days. 
The carriages containing the genera) 
and his staff, in simple, serviceable 
khaki dress, lacked spectacular fea, 
tures, but evidently the crowd was 
there in its tens of thousands to see 
the man of the hour and not a pa- 
geant. From the moment he set foot 
in London to the time of his disappear- 
ance beneath the portal of St. James 
Palace, Kitchener received such an 
outburst of popular enthusiasm as 
quite overshadowed the demonstra- 
tions on previous and similar occa- 
sions. 

The platform at Paddington railroad 
station, when Kitchener arrived, looked 
more like a reception-room of the War 
Office or Indian Office than a railroad 
station. It was covered with red car- 
pets and decorated with a profusion 
of flowers and palms, while rows of 
decorated stands, crowded with spec- 
tators, had been erected at all parts 
from which a view of the returning 
general could be obtained. The plat- 
form iteelf was crowded with distin- 
guished perronages, including the In- 
dian Princes in resplendent costumes; 
generals and other officers in full uni- 
form, and many ladies in summer 
dresses. The Prince of Wales, the 
Duke of Connaught, the Duke of 
Cambridge, Lord Roberts, the com- 
mander-in-chief; Lord Lansdowne, the. 
Foreign Secretary; Mr. Brodrick, the 
War Secretary; the Duchess of Somer- 
set, Lady Roberts, Lady French, Maj.- 
Gen. Sir Francis R. Wingate, who suc- 
ceeds Kitchener as Sirdar of the 
Egyptian army and Governor-General 
of the Soudan, and Maj.-Gen. Slattin- 
Pacha, British Inepector-General of 
the Soudan, were among those who as- 
sembled to greet the general. 

GREAT CHEER GREETS HERO. 

When Kitchener's train arrived, punc- 
tual to the minute, a tremendous cheer 
greeted the latest hero as he emerged 
from his car and shook hands with the 
Prince of Wales. He stood head and 
shoulders above nearly every one on 
the platform, and his workman-like 
khaki uniform, with the large brown 
sun helmet, made familiar by his pic- 
tures, was in striking contrast to the 
glittering uniforms worn by most of 
those in waiting. The reception lasted 
ten or fifteen minutes, when the 
of Wales and other members of the 
royal family drove off.

At Victoria Gate the Mayor of West- 
minster presented an address to the 
national hero, expregsing high admira- 
tion of his tenacious genius, indomita- 
ble energy, and devotion to duty; and 
Kitchener, with the brevity habitual to 
him, uttered ten words of thanks and 
drove off.

As has been told in these 
dispatches, Secretary of the Navy 
Moody almost believes that it is fool- 
ish for the navy to establish any more 
coaling stations, believing oll will take 
the place of coal as naval fuel very 
soon. Admiral Melville, chief of the 
Engineering Bureau, differs with Sec- 
retary Moody, and said today that no- 
body now living would see oll adopted 
as fuel in the navy. He said that 
the Navy Department has _ received 
2500 different oil burners, and most of 
them are utterly useless. 
Admiral Melville holds, however, that 
oll is the coming fuel for the merchant 
marine, and he says the results of the 
tests the Navy Department is now 
making will be given to the merchant 
marine as soon as they are completed. 
But for the navy he holds that coal 
will be the fuel for many years, be- 
cause it can be had anywhere, whereas 
there are few places where ofl can be 
secured.

INDIAN CAVES DISCOVERED. 

HEMET, July 12.—William Harrell of 
Los Angeles, has returned from a trip 
to Mesa Grande and the country to the 
south, and passed through here last 
night with a very fine collection of In- 
dian antiquities ga on the trip. 
He secured many pottery water jars 
of a larger size than those generally 
found; also ancient baskets and a com- 
plete outfit of an aboriginal medicine 
man, found in caves on the desert.

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| OF FRUIT-GROWERS. 
The deciduous fruit growers of 
Northern California are up against a 
condition of affairs similar to that 
which confronted the citrus fruit 
growers of this section last year. when 


service accorded by the Southern Pa- 
eife and its connections to fruit ship- 
ments from California to Eastern mar- 
kets. The time made by fruit trains 
thus far this season has been so slow 
that the officers of the California Fruit 
Distributors, which association con- 
trols about 90 per cent. of the ship- 
ments, have been forced to the neces- 
sity of serving notice on railroads 
that they will lose considerable ton- 
mage of fruit this ‘year, unless condi- 
tions are speedily improved. 

The matter has been the subject of 
@ conference between representativcs 
of the fruit growers and the railroad 
men, the latter making the usua! ex- 
cuses, claiming that the delay is due 
to their Eastern connections, and 
further asserting that the service 18 
“fairly good.” The growers, on the 
other hand, say that, while they can- 
mot perhaps place the blame just 
where it belongs, the service is abom- 
fmable, although the fruit shipping 
season has scarcely commenced, and 
they fear that when shipments begin 
on à large scale a great amount of 
fruit will be lost. 

Tt is scarcely necessary to say that 
this is a question of very great im- 
portance, not only to the fruit grow- 
cers, but to the State, which depends 
so largely upon this industry. It is 
bad enough for the fruit growers to 
have to struggle with unfavorable sea- 
sons, and insect pests, and high freight 


and apparently unnecessary trouble of 
lack of cars to carry tne fruit when 
it is ready for market. We are aware 
of the fact that for some time past it 
has been difficult to obtain delivery of 
Trolling stock, owing to the immense 
orders that have been pouring in on 
the factories, but this umsatisfactory 
condition of affairs has prevailed now 
for a number of years, and it seems 
as if tue railroad companies should 
have been able to provide against its 
recurrence by this time.

“This federation wishes to call your 
attention to the unsatisfactory way in 
which the American apples are packed, 
and asks if it is not possible for you 
to adopt the same system as Canada, 
and have all the apples graded and 
stamped with the government stamp. 
By so doing, you will largely increase 
the demand for best quality and, con- 
sequently, the price of American 
fruit.” 

Similar reports are frequently re- 
celved from many different sources. 
It is true that some good work has 
been done in the way of packing Cal- 
ifornia fruit, and some of it is put up 
in a careful and highly artistic man- 
ner, but there are packers who have 
yet much to learn. It might be sup- 
posed that the big canners trust, which 
a couple of years ago absorbed most 
of the important fruit canneries of 
the State, would set a good example 
in this respect. Such, however, ap- 
pears not to be the case. Many re- 
ports are received, complaining that 
the style of packing these goods has 
deteriorated sadly of late. Incident- 
ally. it is reported that the trust finds 
iteelf in the unprecedented condition 
of having 800,000 cans to carry over 
from last season. It is just possible 
that there may be some connection 
between this fact and the asserted 
falling off in the style of packing. 

Naturally, the unfortunate fruit 
grower is the ultimate and heaviest 
loser by such mistakes. It is of little 
use to raise fine fruit, if, in the first 
place, it is liable to be left to rot on 
the depot platform, or, in the second 
place, to be turned down when it 
reaches its destination, on account of 


poor packing.

When it pays 
to use a half page in the newspapers, 
costing sev@ral hundred dollars for 
each insertion, to exploit the merits of 
an company whose shares are of- 
at 8 to 10 cents each, the returns, 
n point of number, must inevitably 
be enormous. In a single mall one 
of the firms engaged in exploiting oll 
stock is said to have received 7000 let- 
ters, inclosing sums ranging all the 
way from 28 cents to $50. 

Nor is oil the only thing that is of- 
fered to ambitious speculators. Tlro- 
jected railroads, manufacturing enter- 
prises, ranches, town lots, farms, few 
inventions and many other things may 
be subscribed for at bargain-counter 
rates, and on the instaliment plan. 
The government does not allow lottery 
advertisements to be sent through the 
mails, but many of these enterprises 
are really worse than lotteries, because 
they carry with them an air of respect- 
ability and plausibility that is often 
calculated to deceive even the “very 
elect.” 

In short. the big fortunes made by 
the great financiers of the country in 
consolidating important enterprises, 
reports of which have been published 
broadcast, have given rise to a fever of 
speculation among the poorer classes of 
the country. Everybody has become 
tired of making money by the slow, 
ordinary process of work, and is look- 
ing around for some chance to pull 
off a good thing.” This, again, has led 
to the reckless expenditure of paper 
profits. It is a case of quick coming 
and quick going. For dress, and jew- 
elry, and amusement, and eating, and 
other things, a dollar is spent more

Men who are by 
no means rich think nothing of spend- 
ing from $5 to $10 for a little supper:

The situation is certainly not without 
ite danger. The wise mariner does not 
wait until the storm is upon him with 
full force before he shortens all, but 
takes his precaufions when he sees the 
little cloud on the horizon no bigger 
than a man's hand. It must, indeed, 
be a very shortsighted individual who 
cannot discern something in the shape 
of such a forecast just now. 


A special dispatch from Washing- 
ton to The Times recently stated that, 
before starting for home, Representa- 
tive Kahn of California had a talk 
with Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 
about agricultural development in Cal- 
ifornia. Mr. Wilson thinks that Call- 
fornia contains today more agricultural 
possibilities than any other State in 
the Union, and to show his belief in 
the future at the State, he has directed 
that six different field parties from the 
department work in the State during 
the coming year. 

Incidentally, Secretary Wilson is said 
to harbor feeling against the Univer- 
sity of California for not paying more 
attention to educating young men and 
women in agriculture. That univer- 
sity gets $70,000 from the Federal gov- 
ernment each year, and turns out no 
graduates in agricultural studies. Mr. 
Wilson thinks this ought to de 
changed, and he may himself attempt 
to take steps to have it changed, be- 
fore long. This question has occasion- 
ally come up for discussion, but no 
satisfactory solution of the problem has 
yet been offered. It is about time 
that the public should be informed 
what becomes of this large amount of 
money that the university has been 
receiving for a number at years. It 
is said that some young men at the 
university begin the study of agricul- 
ture, but graduate in some other de- 
partment. If so, why so? 

Yet another thing a good many peo- 
ple of Southern California would like 
to have explained: Why is it that the 
university has never established in 
Southern California, the chief citrus- 
frujt growing section of the United 
States, a citrus experiment station? 
There are several agricultural e¢xpéri- 
ment stations scattered over the State, 
but not one of them is devoted to this 
leading fruit industry of California. 
Such an enterprise would be of great 
value to the citrus-fruit growers of 
this section, and it need not cost much 
to run. Indeed, it.is quite possible to 
conceive that, by purchasing a suffi- 
cient amount of land, such an institu- 
tion might actually be made a source 
of revenue, er at least self-supporting. 

Mr. Wilson, who is one of the most 
active, intelligent and progressive sec- 
retaries of agriculture that the United 
States has had, is undoubtedly right. 
While colleges are being founded for 
the teaching of the higher branches of 
education, and of all kinds of more 
or less abstruse specialties, the great 
and exceedingly important profession 
of agriculture—for it is, indeed, a pro-

fession rather than a trade—is alto- 
gether too much neglected. This is not 
right, when we consider the fact that 
the occupation of the farmer is the 
only one that we could not dispense 
with and yet live—uniess, indeed, we 
should return to the days of the 
bunter, and that would be a difficult 
matter throughout the greater part of 
this country, which has been so gen- 
erally denuded of game. Even in 
China, which we are accustomed to 
look down upon as very far behind us 
in everything that relates to material 
development, the importance of agri- 
culture is recognized in striking man- 
ner, when the Emperor, once a year, 
with great solemnity, guides a plow at 
the temple of agriculture. Mr. Wilson, 
who is an enthusiast on this subject, 
points out that there is at present a 
great demand for the services of young 
men who have had a thorough training 
in some branch of scientific agricul- 
ture, and that this line of study offers 
much better opportunities to the aver- 
age young man than the overcrowded 
fields of law and medicine. 

It is specially desirable that in Cali- 
fornia, a State which has such re- 
markable manifold agricultural and 
horticultura] resources, every encour- 
agement should be given to turning 
young men from the overcrowded ranks 
of the professions into the pursuit 
which we are told was followed by our 
first parent. In this State there ts no 
monotony in the tilling of the soil. 
There are great fields open for intelli- 
gent and enterprising young men who 
devote themselves to this industry. As 
a sample of what may be done along 
this line, we have the example of 
Luther Burbank, the wizard of horti- 
culture, whose marvelous inventions of 
new fruits and vegetables have 
brought him both fame and money. 

By all means let us do everything 
to encourage the study of the noblest 
occupation of man, and by the same 
token, let us not overdo the job of 
poking alleged. humor at the honest 
tiller of the soil, and thus discouraging 
thin-skinned and high-strung lads 
from taking up a calling which has 
been highly respected among all civ- 
lized people, and is only looked down 
upon by nomads, savages and the 
funny men of the press. ,

PLENTY OF WORK FOR THE

A VAST DREAM. 
Naturally, the exploiters of the Vic-

great industrial country of the world. 
“That is my dream.“ said Mr. YVills, 
“and it seems to me not at all an ab- 
surd one. In the first place, it is the 
richest gold country of the world—one- 
third of the world’s most precious 
metal within eleven square milea—the 
richest diamond country, nn seven 
eighths of the world’s most precious 
gems. The whole land is a mass of 
coal. The copper mines may be ex- 
ted to make an immense ifference 
mn the world’s copper trade. The ccun- 
try is well watered; all kinds of cattle 
flourish, and cereals of every ort do 
well. There is any amount of cheap 
labor—the Kaffirs— and, unlike the red 
Indians, they multiply under white 
control. White children thrive in the 
country, for we are from four to five 
thousand feet above the sea level, with 
2 climate much like that of California.

THE USE OF WIRE GLASS. 


How it Adds to Protection from Fire 
in Buildings—Its Use in New Piers 
at Hoboken. 

{New York Tribune:] As illustrated 
in the construction of the new plers of 
the Nerth German Lioyd Steamship 
Company, in Hoboken, wire glass has 
come to be considered by many as one 
of the necessities of fireproof buildings. 
No matter how fireproof the walls and 
floors of a structure may be, a ceeat 
conflagration may eat its way into the 
building through windows. In the 
presence of great heat the common 
glass of a window will crack and break 
and fall apart, leaving an open hole 
for the entrance of flames. If, on the 
other hand, wire glass is used, many 
declare, the flames may crack, but can- 
not break the glass, which thus proves 
a barrier to their progress. 

In the construction of yiers it is de- 
sirable to have plenty of daylight, for 
the presence of artificial licht. with its 
electric wires or gaspipes, es a con- 
stant da r. From careful investiga- 
tion it is found that nearly wo thirds 
of the great fires of last year were 
caused by the crossing of clectric w.res. 
Before the introduction of wire glass, 
which consists simply of a strongly- 
woven wire net imbedded in thick plate 
giass, most of the pliers, warchouses 
and stores uniformly used sliding tin- 
clad or ironclad doors, which rendered 
ihe use of artificial light necessary. At 
the present time builders are rapidly 
replacing these doors with wire-glass 
doors and windows. 

In speaking of the Increasing ure of 
wire glass, which has received a great 
stimulus from the disastrous fires in 
Hoboken, Paterson, Waterpury and 
Saratoga, a large building contractor 
said yesterday: 

“Common experience shows that 
money saved by omitting known rafe- 
guards is a nny wise and round 
foolish policy. Hardly any building can 


resist fire if once well under way. The 
real problem is to prevent fire from 
getting a start. Wire glass, as fas 
been proved in the great Armour fire 
in Chicago, and in other similar ccn- 
flagrations, where it prevented flames 
buildings filled with in-

Wonderful Experiments in Telegraphy 
Without Wires—Mind Force Substituted 


the Society for Psychical 

are experimenting here with 
wireless telegraphy apparatus, giving 
results far more nal than any 
obtained by Marconi and his imitators. 
These scientists are transmitting and 
receiving messages over wide areas of 
territory, and the percentage of errer 
is claimed to be less than that (- 
countered by the Italian inventor 
during his elementary tria’‘s. 

They employ transmitting instro- 
ments wrought of metal and wood. 
They dispatch Angle letters, words or 
geometric designs. A great economy in 
their system is realized from the utter 
substitution of concentrated mind force 
for electricity. Visionary as this en- 
terprise may appear to the uninitiated, 
it yet bears out the prediction ef that 
hard-shelled scientist, Sir William 
Crookes, prince of British chemists, 
Fellow of the Royal Society, discoverer 
of thallium, inventor of the radiometer 
and X-ray tube, and former president 
of the Society for Psychic Research. 
Sir Willlam, in a recent interview, 
prophesied that it would soon be found 
practicable to telegraph without wires 
by simply ‘transferring thought from 
mind to mind, at the will of the 


pthinker. 


THE TRANSMITTER.

New Way of Making Ice. 


A method of making ice which en- 
ables the filling of an icehouse of any 
size desired’ with perfectly pure ice at 
a merely nominal cost has been in- 
vented and patents all filed. 

It is so simple and the cost so small 
that it seems probable that the method 
will prove extremely popular. Numer- 
ous attempts have been made by the 
inventors to utilize natural cold and 
make ice in storage houses during 
winter by freezing water in the hpuses 
themselves. It is not a difficult matter 
to thus make ice in cold climates, but 
no successful scheme was devised for 
separating it into cakes or layers. It 
was in solid blocks of the size of the 
houses, and there was no certainty 
that it was frozen solid if of any mag- 
nitude.

The new method referred to above 


consists of freezing water by natural 
cold into successive layers, which can 
be easily cut up and handled. Its suc- 
cess has been demonstrated in Chicago 
by the freezing of a houseful of ice 
during the past winter at a merely 
nominal cost. The ice thus formed ts 
clear ahd pure as the water from 
which it is made, and the cost is much 
less than that of ice cut from ponds or 
streams and hauled to storage. The 
rights to utilize the invention for a 
large territory have been secured by 
local men, who will establish plants 
all over the territory.—[{Champaign 
Gazette.

The question is, Is the 
idol worthy of the sacrifice? 

This is not only the summer of the 
year, it is the summer af youth: the 
season of its wildest play. its keenest 
inspiration, its worthiest endeavor. 
It is the noon of achievement, 
that right a heritage of every grow- 
ing creature. The youth who is spend- 
ing time in cultivating a talent which 
he has not, or in ruining that which 
he hath is being robbed of his hert- 
tage. His vital fire. his enthusiasm, 
his winged aspiration, are being 
squeezed slowly out of him in golden 
drops so that the professor may keep 
horses and the signora have dia- 
monds. He is being most foully done. 

This evil exists in alarming propor- 
tions all over the civilized world. It 
is rampant in Paris, it flourishes in 
Berlin, it bleeds Los Angeles. 

In Los Angeles art conditions are 
peculiar. Musical talent is common. 
Reautiful voices abound. Genius is no 
rare thing: Good musicians are here. 
artists and ~effklent teachers. Yet 
what scores of musical charlatans 
there are! Fach new one finds a foot- 
hold and sticks line 
while the musicians sit quietly by and 
do nothing. Nay more, they counte- 
nance the cheat for fear of appear- 
ing jealous! Where a medical quack 
makes himself obnoxious the doctors 
in good standing drive him forth with 
contumely. To sure his crime 
against society is murder. But Ia ft 
so much less murder to seize upon the 
aspiration of youth and wring forth 
ite Child of Promise—still-born? 

Our season of commencements and 
recitals has just passed. Truly it has 
had its bright hours, its hopeful mo- 
ments. It has been a feast of song 
indeed: but still a Belshazzar’s feast 
with the handwriting on the wall. 
It is time that those who know and 
worshin the Goddees of Melodv were 
up and stirring. They are failing in 
thelr duty to their mistress. Art !s 
not to be prostituted thus without re- 
monstrance. Art is a great thing. a 
sacred thing.

Guarded at Night by Soldiers, 


Indeed the management of the funds is undcr such 
restrictions that it would be imporsible for the officials 
to make way with them, and the vaults and offices are 
guarded by policemen and watchmen by day and by a 
company of Soldiers at night. 

Even the sbrewdest of our American criminals could 
hardly make their way into this Bank of England. 
Nevertheless some of the greatest frauds which have 
been perpetrated upon it were by Americans. 

You may have heard of the forgeries of George Bid- 
i well and his brother Austin, who together with McDon- 
nell and Hill created such a sensation here about twenty 
years ago. These four men forged notes upon the bank 
to the extent of half a million dollars and got away 
with the money, although they were afterward 


Forgeries of Half a Million. 


These men were crooks from New York who came to 
London with a capital of $50,000. George Bidwell was 
the forger, but the others helped him carry out the 
scheme. 

The bank, you know, has its branches all over the 
city, and the one in the West End has a big business 
in handling the private accounts of wealthy people. 
Austin Bidwell rented a house near this bank and then 
introduced himself as a wealthy American and opened 
an account with a deposit of $40,000. Ile drew out and 
paid in money for some time, cultivating the officials 
of the bank and talking to them of his friendship with 
the Rothschilds and others. He pretended 
to have business with the Rothschilds and 
one day brought in a lot of notes which 
he had bought of the Rothschilds in Paris, and 

‘gstted the bank manager to discount them. The man- 
ager said he would let him know the next day if he 
would leave the notes, and in the meantime took them 
to the main office of the bank. The authorities there 
informed him that he could discount such notes by the 
‘cartioad, and he did. 

Other genuine notes were brought in and discounted 
in the same way. This was kept up until the bank 
‘grew accustomed to discounting Rothechild’s notes and 
then Bidwell began to forge such notes. He shoved 
them in by the bushel and took out gold to the amount 
of a half million dollars in exchange. The most of this 
money he tonk away in gold coin, which was carried off 
to the rented house near by. He would have gotten 
perhaps a million dollars more had not Hill, one of his 
confederates, omitted to fill in a date on one of the 
notes. This cansed suspicion and the forgers were dis- 
covered. They had time to flee, but sooner or later 
they were all arrested and imprisoned.

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COLLEGE TO FOREST. 


GOVERNMENT PROVIDES STUDENTS 
WITH PAY AND RECREATION. 


From the New York Tribune. 


HE United States government has opened a new 

field of summer employment for college under- 

graduates, and many young men of Yale, Harvard, 
Cornell and western universities are working for the 
Bureau of Forestry. With this summer the student as- 
sistant, as such employés are known, begins his fourth 
year in the American forests. The government gives 
preference to young men who expéct to become profes- 
sional foresters. They are sent into the woods under 
a trained leader and their work covers a broad field. 
They receive $25 a month and their board and lodging. 
They have to pay for their railroad transportation to 
and from the scene of operations, however, which does 
not leave a great deal of profit for three months’ work. 

The student assistants generally enter the service on 
July 1, joining a government field party which is about 
to start off for the woods. They work in the various 
Federal forest reserves established by Congress a few 
years ago, and upon the timber tracts of large railway, 
lumber and paper companies. They ascertain the yield 
of timber, amount standing, rate of growth and distri- 
bution of species, all of which come under the head of 
“valuation surveys” and “stem analyses.” 

Although this work may at times grow monotonous, 
the life in the woods is pleasant. At 6:30 or 7 in the 
morning he starts off with the “valuation crew” for a 
long tramp through the woods measuring diameters. 
It may be several miles to the spot where the first tree 
is to be measured or “calipered.” At noon the valuation 
crew stops for luncheon. Late in the afternoon the men 
return to camp. 

Should the student forester so desire, he may remain 
in the woods till late autumn, or even winter, and then 
go to Washington to learn how the figures he has 
lected in the woods are worked up by ex

‘only two railroad tracks that were built for it, al- 
though two additional tracks have been laid, one on 
each carriage way. The new bridge will have two lines 
of track for regular railroad traffic and four tracks for 
trolley service. Instead of one sidewalk, it will have 
two. In addition, it will have two bicycle paths. 

In general construction and design it does not differ 
materially in most respects from the present bridge. Its 
span is 1600 feet between towers, and its approaches will 
make its total length between terminals 7200 feet, 700 
feet more than the old bridge. The height of the road- 
way over the river will be the same as that of the old, 
135 feet at the center of the span. But the towers of 
the old bridge are only 278 feet high, against the 382 feet, 
of the new bridge.

It was an increase of more than 
a million dollars over the year preceding, and. having 
been privileged to quote from the unpublished report 
of the present fiscal year, eleven months of which have

as follows: Animals, $1,054,012; books and periodicals, 
$1,141,346; Indian corn, 56.647. 735: wheat, $6,370,313; coal 
and coke, $14,000,995; twine and cordage, $1,111,291;

les ls. $2,688,265; green fruits, $1,631,601; gutta percha 
and India rubber and their manufactures, $1,404,064;

So long as 
the Mohammedans are divided against themselves— and 
the priests take precious care to keep a tight grip 
on the allegiance of their respective flocks—the polit- 
ical aspirations of the Prophet's followers, which are 
not strong enough to overrule the prejudices of the 
sects, will be unworthy of serious consideration. Assur- 
edly Mecca, as I began by saying, is, thanks to the 
hypocritical and retrograde priests who congregate 
there, a marvelous place to bring the dreamer to his 
senses. He is carried centuries behind the times, and 
every step in its winding Janes increases his dismay 
at the instability of human life.

THE SHAH OF PERSIA. 


THE ECCENTRICITIES OF A KAISER OF 
THE FAR EAST. 


From the London Leader. 


AST year the people of England were de- 

prived at the last moment of a visit from 

the Shah of Persia, a visitor whose presence they 
eagerly awaited, mindful of some of the humors of his 
august father’s presence in their midst. This time it is 
unlikely that they will be disappointed unless the sight 
of the Channel proves too much for His Imperial: Sa- 
gacity, who cannot strictly be called a sailor, and has 
little fondnees for an element that pays such slight re- 
spect to his person. As he has always, however, ex- 
pressed a desire to see a naval review, it is possible he 
may be induced to brave the terrors of a sea trip to t- 
ness the imposing spectacle at the Spithead after the 
coronation. Once landed on English soll he has in- 
teresting itinerary before him. He will go on a tour 
into the provinces to inspect some of our great provin- 
cial centers and to acquaint himself with the manufac- 
tures: carried on within their walls. 


A King in Debt. 


Owing to recent events, the Shah is most probably 
figuring in the average British mind as a King who has 
quite a regal reluctance to pay his bills. The unfor- 
tunate appearance of a lady photographer in the bank- 
ruptcy Court the other week let loose the fact that His 
Imperial Majesty was her debtor to the extent of some 
hundreds of pounds. It should perhaps; be said “hat 
after this publicity the bill was promptly paid. But 
a few weeks before that again he was summoned to 
appear before the Civil Court of the Ninth Arrondisse- 
ment of France to answer to a charge preferred against 
him by a press-cutting agency. It appears that when in 
France last year he gave orders to the agency to supply 
him with cuttings from the newspapers referring to 
his tour in France. This the agency did, and sent in 
their bill for 12,000 francs. His Majesty declined to ac- 
cept it, saying he would not pay more than 2000 
As he could not plead poverty, like his brother of Tur- 
key, it is probable that the Shah looked upon any 
charge at all for such service as an infringement of the 
laws of hospitality. The matter was ultimately settled 
out of court.

Have your walls calcimined in plain 
yellow. This can be done for $4 or $5, and a beautiful

{London Answers:} Every big unity of rooks 
has a king of its own—often descended from the same 
royal family—and when the black assembly meets to 
acknowledge its new monarch for the first time there 
is small chance of the neighborhood forgetting it. 

The reok monarch is generally the strongest and 
worst-tempered old male bird in the rookery, and he 
succeeds to the throne when his predecessor is getting 
past his prime and not so able to take care of himself. 
The monarch is a thorough-going despot and bullies ev- 
erybody, besides taking the best mesting place as his 
royal palace. He spends a good deal of his time fight- 
ing and chastising offenders against the rook code of 
morals.

A KING OVERTHROWN. 

There was excitement among Jacobites yesterday that 
the last of the Stuarts had been removed. 

It was the bronze statue of James II In Whitehall. 
As His Majesty was in the way of a coronation stand 
the Office of Works removed him, and he now lies in « 
forlorn corner, where he will stay until the coronation 
is over and the stand removed. 

Poor James Ii! There was no rest for his bones, and 
there is none for his effigy. This is the second time it 
has been moved in the last five years. 

Traditon attributes the statue to the famous Grinling 
Gibbons. It is certainly a fine piece of work—the only 
statue in the metropolis worth looking at, say the ex- 
perts. Fashioned in bronze, King James looks very 
dignified and melancholy, and he wears a toga. Roman 
boots and a laurel wreath. 

His original spot was in Whitehall Gardens, within 
sound, but not within sight, of the whirl of the street. 
His index finger pointed mournfully to the spot where 
Charles | was beheaded—or, if it did not, people said it 
did, which came to the same thing. 

There he stood for two centuries. In August, 1697, in 
fulfilment of an order given for some forgotten reason 
by a former first commissioner, the statue was placed 
in Whitehall proper, at the front of Gwydyr House, 
which is the home of the Charity Commissioners. 

And now, instead of being able to see another King 
drive by, he lies on his back, with his head on 4 pile 
of shavings, and his avenging forefinger pointing at an 
upstairs window.

it is purchased at the duiceria. Nothing is baked in a 
Mexican house, even the bread being universally bought 
from bakers. Mexican cooks do not, as a rule, under- 
stand. pastry making, and their sweets are limited to 
stewed fruits, usually cooked to the consistency of the 
richest and sweetest preserves, so that a very small 
portion is satisfying. Business hours in Mexico begin 
in the afternoon at 2:30 or 3 o'clock, and run until 7 or 
8 in the evening, so that the supper hour falls anywhere 
from 8:30 to an hour later. This is probably one reason 
that Mexicans are not more given to evening entertain- 
ments. Attendance upon the theater entails the neces- 
sity of an unusually early supper, or else its postpone- 
ment until after the performance, a thing that often 
occurs. On the other hand, a leisurely supper of an 
hour or more, beginning at 9 o'clock, brings the close 
pretty close to bedtime. 

The Mexican day laborer swallows a bow! of coffee at 
a street stand, on his way to work, if he is fortunate 
enough to pass one, and has the price, but usually be- 
gins his daily toll upon an empty stomach. About 9 
o'clock his faithful spouse, or some member of his fam- 
ily, and, not infrequently, all of them, mother and 
children, come trudging to the scene of labor with a 
basket containing a pitcher of soupy brown beans, 
tortillas (corn cakes that form the staff of life among 
the lower classes,) some rice and possibly some bits of 
meat that are minced in a tortilla, which, in addition to 
serving often as both bread and meat, is also knife and 
fork and spoon. Bits are torn off, and by deftly curling

Feminine tastes here do not make the same distine- 
tion between morning and afternoon costumes as in the 
North. Ladies are often seen on the streets doing their 
morning shopping in the lightest ahades and most del- 
icate fabrics. 

In Mexico young ladies do not appear in public with- 
out a chaperon, and are never accompanied to enter- 
tainments by young men. They only receive calls from 
young men with serious intentions, and then only ia 
the presence of members of the family. 

Ladies who come to Mexico, or move into a new 
neighborhood, are required by Mexican etique te to call 
first upon their neighbors. The first call must be re- 
turned, and then it becomes optional with the old resi- 
dents whether the acquaintance shall be continued. 

Ladies use face powder to a much greater extent than 
is customary among Americans. It is frequently ap- 
plied with no attempt at concealment, until the com- 
plexion is perfectly white. Many.claim that the exces- 
sive use of powder is made with the idea of protecting 
the complexion. 

Servants always refer to the mistress of the house 
in the same manner as the negroes of the South in the 
States as Sefiorita (Miss) or Nifia (child.) In the same 
way a servant announces a caller of the upper class, 
no matter what her age may be, as Sefiorita. A woman 
of the working class would be called a Sefiora, regard- 
less of whether she was married or net. 

The women of Mexico are devoted to their homes and 
families, which are usually large. They do not have, 
nor do they care, for what most of their Anglo-Saxon 
sisters demand as their privileges. Charitable organ- 
izations are practically the only societies to which they 


belong. Clubs are practically unknown among Mexican 


women, and they are not all inclined to any kind of 
athietic sports. Social life that takes the form of re- 
ceptions, teas and garden parties is very limited.—[{Mod- 
ern Mexico.

The Bantu women are excellent cooks, but their uten- 
sils are few and of the most primitive sort. The low

-mourning. A big flat stone is as indispensable to a 
Bantu woman's kitchen as are the meat and molding 
boards to that of a white woman, and it serves the same 
purposes. The fire is built on the clay floor at the end 

is so skilfully arranged between the 
ends of two logs that it is held within bounds without 
spreading. Very dry wood is used, because there are 
no chimneys, and a minimum of smoke is a necessity. 
The plaintain leaf enters into nearly every culipary 
preparation, and is used for a great variety of purposes 

Cassava bread is one of the staple foods, and its prep- 
aration is not the least of the Bantu woman's tasks. The 
process occupies three or four days. The first step is 
to place the cassava in a brook of running water, where 
after a few days the bark falls off.
